The fare is $1.25 
one-way for passengers boarding east of the intersection of Main 
Street and Vine Street in Kissimmee, $1 for those boarding west of 
the intersection.

riding high over the crowded streets below in an English double- 
decker bus! The company purchases the double-decker-style bus in 
London, imports tothe United States and rehabs to keep it authentic. 
Painted bright red, you sure won't miss seeing this bus when it pulls 
into the parking lot! 

Riding mass transit, such as the shuttle bus, offers you the ad- 
vantages of leaving the driving to someone else while you read, 
sleep or visit with friends, as well as a dollar saving since you will 
not be operating your car. Less daily driving means less gasoline 
bills, less wear and tear on the car (which means lower mainte- 
nance bills) and possibly lower auto insurance.

WALT DISNEY PRODUCTIONS 
REACHES AGREEMENT WITH RETLAW 


Walt Disney Productions announced last week that it has signed a definitive 
agreement with the stockholders of Retlaw Enterprises, Inc., which will result 
in the acquisition by Walt Disney Productions of all of Retlaw’s rights to the 
name, likeness and portrait of Walt Disney and the narrow-gauge steam 
railroad and monorail systems at Disneyland Park. The acquisition will take 
the form of Walt Disney Productions acquiring all of the outstanding common 
stock of Retlaw for $46.2 million, payable in shares of Walt Disney Productions’ 
common stock. The number of shares of Walt Disney Productions’ common 
stock to be issued will be based on the average closing price of Walt Disney 
Productions’ stock for the 20 trading days commencing on the 35th such day 
preceding the closing of the agreement. Prior to the closing, all assets of 
Retlaw, other than its rights to the name, likeness and portrait of Walt Disney 
and the steam railroad and monorail systems, and all of its liabilities will be 
transferred to and assumed by a new corporation to be wholly owned by the 
present stockholders of Retlaw. The agreement was approved by all directors 
participating in consideration of the matter other than Roy E. Disney, who 
voted against approval of the agreement. 


Retlaw, a corporation organized by the late Walt Disney, is owned by 
members of his family, including Diane Disney Miller, the wife of Ronald W. 
Miller, President and Chief Operating Officer and a director of Walt Disney 
Productions. Ron did not participate in consideration of, or the vote upon, the 
agreement. The stockholders of Retlaw have advised Walt Disney Productions 
that they intend to contribute a substantial number of shares of Walt Disney 
Productions stock now owned by them to a nonprofit charitable foundation 
whose principal purpose will be to perpetuate the name, works, and life of 
Walt Disney through the funding of charitable and educational activities. 


Consummation of the agreement is subject to a number of conditions in- 
cluding compliance with applicable regulatory requirements, receipt of 
favorable tax rulings or options of its financial adviser, Morgan Stanley & Co. 
Incorporated, as to the fairness of the transaction to Walt Disney Productions 
and its stockholders at the time stockholder approval of the agreement is 
sought, and approval of the agreement by the stockholders of Walt Disney 
Productions. It is presently expected that stockholder approval of the agree- 
ment will not be sought until after the tax rulings are obtained. 


Retlaw has for many years licensed Walt Disney Productions to use, and 
authorize others to use, the Walt Disney name for certain purposes and re- 
ceived royalty payments from Walt Disney Productions for such uses. In addi- 
tion, Retlaw has for many years owned the monorail and narrow-gauge steam 
railroad systems at Disneyland Park, which it has operated under leases from 
Walt Disney Productions.
